Brutal Murder of Bela E. Brown, Seated 
Before His Office Safe. 


RocHESTER, N. Y., Jar 20.-—Bela |! 
Brown, 65 years old, a well known member 
of the jewelry trade, in this city, was found 
brutally murdered in his store, over 24 State 
St., at 8:15 o'clock last night. John 


Raquet, the night watchman, while making 
his accustomed rounds, entered the jew 
eler’s sales rooms and found him dead. 

His legs were tied together and he was 
gagged with a long red neckscarf Che 
body rested on a chair back of a stand 
of show cases and in front of the safe, and 
leaned over so that the head rested on e 
small chest of drawers standing about two 
and a half feet from the floor Evidence 
of a brutal murder was seen in the terribl 
wounds on the head, evidently made by a 
hammer, which was found near the body, 
smeared with blood mingled with white 
hairs from the head of the victim 

From the position of the body the conclu 
sion was reached by the police that the 
murderers had placed Mr. Brown before 
the safe, which was locked, and had tried 
to force him to work the combination for 
them. Failing in this, and with the evi 
dent intention of concealing their identity, 


they are supposed to have pounded the back 
of the old man’s head until he died 
Mr. Brown had been located at 24 State 


St. for over 25 years. While he had a con 


siderable trade in jewelry and silver and 
gold afticles, Mr. Brown’s principal line 
was work for other jewelers of the city 
He, consequently, had a large stock con 

] ] hl] 


stantly on hand and, usually, considerable 
money in the safe 

It was his habit to spend several hours, 
each Sunday, at his place of business, work 
ing on his books. He was there, at 1 o’clock 
P. M., yesterday, when the manager of th 
building spoke to him. Mr. Brown must 
have left shortly after, for he was at home 
to dinner. He left home, about 3 o'clock, 


and returned to his office. Presumably the 
murderer entered during his absence. If 
robbery was the motive, the attempt was 


not successful; the only property missing 
is a diamond stud worn by Mr. Brown 

Mr. Brown was not a member of the Jew 
elers’ Security Alliance.

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Fountain Pen Suits by L. E. Waterman 
Co. Dismissed by U. S. Circuit Court. 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 17.—The five actions 
brought by the L. E. Waterman Co., foun 
tain pen manufacturers, of New York, over 
alleged infringements of patents owned by 
them on fountain pens, were decided, yes 
terday, by Judge Lowell, in the United 
States Circuit Court, who dismissed the 
complaints in all cases. 

These actions, as told in THE CIRCULAR 
WEEKLY, Dec. 11, included three againsi 
Rhodes Lockwood et al., and two against 
Henry R. Johnson. Two of the ae 
tions against Mr. Lockwood involved a pat 
ent on a feed mechanism and one involved 
a patent on a fountain pen cap, which was 
based on a cylindrical, progressive and elas 
tic conical joint. The actions against Mr 
Johnson were one on each of the afore 
mentioned patents. All cases were tried to 
gether and a decision on all was handed 
clown at the same time 

In relation to the feed patents, the Judge 
holds that such of the claims in the patents 

might be infringed by the defendants, in 
the mechanism they used, were invalid and 
void, and that as to the other claims, even 
if they be valid, there was no infringement. 
lherefore, the complat its should be dis 
missed In the suits involving the cap 
patent, the Judge, after enumerating the 
claims, takes up those relating to the inte 
rior conical surface in the cap and says that 
whether they be valid or not they were not 
infringed by the defendants. In regard to 
the other claims, the Judge thinks it is 
indisputable that it is old in the art to press 
a Cap down upon a cote or tapering sur 
face in order to make a tight joint, and 
that such a claim is antedated by a prior 
use in the art of penmaking In regard to 
the claims of elasticity, he Says that no pe 
culiar kind of elasticity and no particular 
elastic substance is claimed in the patent, 
and that the degree of elasticity required 
in the natents differs slightly from that 


found in old caps As regards beveling 
of the lip of the cap, the Judge concludes 
by saying: “The prior art in evidence shows 
beveled lips, besides, to round the edge of 
a cup or a cap in order to avoid a sharp 
edge is prehistoric The bills should be 
dismissed with costs.”

Greek Vases. 


HE Greek vases are real works of art. 
The method of decorating this class 

of early Greek pottery was to cover the 
vessel with a colored slip clay, and when 
dry scratch through this surface of slip 
such design as suited the whim of the pot- 
ter. Other forms of pottery have the de- 
sign painted on with a brush, and it con- 
sists of small ornaments, birds, animals, 
flowers and trees. Later forms of vases 
have inscriptions or paintings of subjects or 
scenes of an historical event. The glazed 
and enameled pottery of the Greeks was 
somewhat similar to that of the Egyptians, 
the knowledge and mechanical process 
probably having been brought to the Greeks 
by the Phcenician traders, who had consid- 
erable intercourse with the Egyptians. The 
people of ancient times made their wares 
of clays that burned a red, buff or straw 


color, and very often a black body. The 
enamel colors were blue, green, purple, 
brown, yellow and white. Although no 


white bodied ware was made, many speci- 
mens have been found which had a coat- 
ing of white slip or enamel. The discovery 
of the art of making pottery of a white 
body, such as porcelain, is credited to the 
Chinese. It is impossible to tell the date 
of the discovery, from the Chinese records, 
but it is supposed to have been from 206
